life, despite the watch which the 
enemy submarines haye kept out for 

. them. The picture of life-boat drill 
. on the troopship shows that troops 
crossing the seas are prepared for 
emergencies. -Several of the Cana- 
dian Pacific liners have been engaged 
in conveying troops’trom Canada to 
England. They have also-been occu. ~ 
pied.on other missions in the: same 
transportation, task, and so-far there 
have been no casualties: The view 
of the quick-firing gun and its manip- 
ulator gives us some conception of 
the equipment of the navy. These ~ 
guns are wonderful weapons of de- 
struction. when fights ~are - being . 
fought at a close range. The Jack 
Tars in charge of them are skillcd 
marksmen, and should the German 
fleet -ever “take\ the open sea for a” 
straight combat, they are sure to dis- 
“play the same grit as was shown by 
their ancestors who made the British 
rulers of the waves.

“British Headquarters, March 21st; 
via London, March 22.—Opinions as 
to where the enemy will stop ‘are 
merely | opinions. What ‘are not mere 
opinion is’ the latest’ evidence ‘of! 
base conduct on the part of the Ger- 
mgns in the country from which they | 
have gone. 

South of Peronne the ‘illagere ate 
still being ‘found by our troops. In 
one place our men released some 
hundreds from barns in which -they 
were locked by the:Germans. Groups 
of old men, women~and children,- to 
whom the British were only. a myth, 
welcomed the advance guard: with 
téars. 

‘“‘Are you many?’’: asked one wo- 
rman, doubtfully, of a staff officer. ~ 

‘We are two millions ,now,” said 
the officer. The woman's relief and 
joy were fine to see. 

“What these. people wanted was 
food. They had hardly had _ meat, 
butter or fat for two months. They 
say that the German soldiers get 
less to eat now than earlier in’ the 
war, and grumble a good deal. 


STREAMS OF REFUGEES 
The road from Chauny to Noyon 
was one continual stream of refugees 
from villages heyond Chauny, sacked 
Y tna burnt by the Germans. Tho re- 
fugees consisted exclusively of wo- 
men, babies and small children.. For 
weeks past the Germans had expelled 
them: from village to. village, in pre: 
paration for retreat. When the final 
moment: came the houses were sack- 
ed, then burnt before the eyes of the 
refugees, who were left helpless and 
without food to await the French 
advance, 
At Noyon, owing to the fact that 
the Germans had concentrated there 


10,000 women and children refugees, | 


they promised to leave the American 
relief commission ‘sufficient supplies . 
to feed them. Nevertheless, the last ' 
patrols to leave Noyon completely 
sacked the American relief commis- 
sion storehouse of all-eatables, then 
dynamited the building, and finally 
turned in the canal. water, with 
which they flooded that part of the | 
city into the ruins.
